We have Initlated In all
these vears ovelr two hundred persons,
but tonight we have but seventy-four
moembers. . We have rocelved in vound
figures the sum of .55 In dues, and have
pald out the sum of $8,000. The money of
the camp i8 In 7 good, sufe condition, and
the funds carefully gunrded and Invested,

We have been fortunsate ng to number of
deaths In onr camp. Tn all of {hese yenrs,
out of all the members named, but four
deaths have ocoumrrved and out of this
number only three wore heneticinl, Four
of our deparvted ones now fill graves of
honor and each year. on Memorlal Day,
n beautiful stk flag §s placed upon the
resting place of our doparted brethren,

I could say vory much regarding the
history of this camp, bt history, to onte
slders, Is not interesting, T want to say,
however, to all who arve Interosted fn the
fostering of Amerlean Ingtitutions, that
wo will weleome you to our ranks ut any
time. We addvocate only that wnich s
honest, true and good. We dn not ask
¥ to do anything thut will Interfere
witih your rellgion, your politics, or yvour
honor, as & man, bhut exoet only that
which will make man one of God's most
noble crewtnres,
